When 10 (or 12 or 15) meters "dies out" the band is still useful for local 
work but a lot depends on the antenna. A horizontal wire or dipole may be 
good for DX but not so good for local coverage. 


CB'ers are stuck with QRP radios and one band which is very similar to our 12 
and 10 meter bands. They have learned to use vertical antennas. When the 


"skip" (we call it DX) dies down, their vertical antennas still provide good 
local coverage on the band. 


10 meter FM enthusiasts also prefer vertical antennas and realize that the 
antenna should be treated as a VHF antenna and should be high up for good 
local coverage. 


For 10 and 12 meters, try a vertical or a gain vertical (Or string a dipole 
vertically from a tree instead of horizontally). Mount the antenna as high 
up as possible for the best "simplex" coverage. (Just as you would for 2 
meters) The CB'ers and FM'ers know!

I have both the QRP+ and a Kenwood TS450S connected, via a switch, to my 
Butternut HF6VX (careful to turn the QRP+ off when transmitting on the 450), 
and have found, obviously, the TS450 is more sensitive. BUT, if I can hear 

them on the QRP+, I can usually get them. That's the key, as far as I'm 
concerned. The receiver is sensitive enough to pull in those stations that will 
be able to hear me. 


The tuning on the QRP+ is not as fine as on the 450, but for the money it does 
very well, and with careful tuning, I can find the station I want. I listen on 
the 450, tune the QRP+ as best I can, and start calling. No complaints here on 
that at all, considering that when working with a weak signal, you need to 
de-tune somewhat to make yourself heard well enough to get a response. The 
real answer may be to have a seperate receiver to hunt with, and the QRP+ to 
bag ‘em with. Whatever works.
